His Body Found in the Weeds Near 
the Wabash Railroad Bridge 
Early Saturday Morning. 


The dead body of a young man, appar- 
ently about 2 years old, was found early 
Saturday morning near the Wabash Bridge 
crossing North Broadway, just above Cul- 
Vary avenue. Edward Keithley and Morris 
Fitzgibbon, passers-by, made the discovery. 
A bax of rough-on-rats, partially empty. 
and lying near, indiwated that death had 
been brought about by means of the poi- 
6on. The two men summoned Policeman 
Pearson of the Mounted District, who ex- 
amined the body. It was neatly attired in a 
suit of cheap material and from the gener- 
al appearances gave the impression that tlre 
wearer had been a farmer. Attached to a 
button of the coat were the following lines 
penciled on a scrap of paper: 

“St. Louis, Mo.—Please notify my father. 
Cc. F. Kimler of Briscoe, Mo. There is no 
pleasure in this warid. 

“JOHN F. KIMLER.”’ 

Inquiry failed to reveal any one who had 
knowledge of the suicide, he being a stranger 
in the neighborhood. An oid negress suys 
she recollects having seen the man alight 
from an incoming Wabash freignt early 
Friday afternoon, and members of a fam- 
ily living at 7706 North Broadway state 
that the dead man calied at their house to- 
wards evening and asked for something to 
eat. This was given him, and he left, saying 
that a nickel was all he had left in the 
world, and he did not know what would be- 
come of him. So far as now known, this 
was the last time the supposed Kimler was 
seen alive. In the early night he must 
have taken the poison, for when discovered 
the indications were that he had been dead 
several hours. In the pockets were found 
the nickel he had spoken of, and also a 
fine silk handkerchief. How he secured the 
poison has not been learned. 

The body was taken to the morgue, where 
it is being exposed ,,additional identi- 
fication. The decéas@fs offer are in the 
possession of the Coroner, who will hold 
an inquest. €<. F. Kimler of Briscoe, Mo., 
has been notified. 

The spot where the body was lying, about 
50 feet west of Broadway, on the slope 
of the embankment leading to che railroad 
bridge, was peculiarly fitted for the deed. 
There is a dense. growth of underbrush 
which effectually conceals. all that lies 
therein. It was only by the merest chance 
that Keithley and his companion made the 
discovery. They were making a short cut 
across the tracks when Keithley noticed 
what seemed to be an arm protruding from 
underneath some bushes. Examination die- 
closed the body. 

The Wabash bridge {n the last four years 
has been the scene of six or seven deaths 
from various causes. Only a few months

Wharton Golden of Knox County, an in- 
timate friend of Secretary Powers, and who 
is said to have madea confession implicat- 
ing a number of people in the murder. At 
torneys for the Commonwealth say tnat 
Golden's testimony is practically the cap- 
stone of the whole structure of evidence, 
and expect to prove by his testtmony, not 
only that a conspiracy existed, but also 
who were implicated in it. 

The courtroom was jammed long before 
the hour set for the examination, and when 
finally the doors were closed a large crowd 
remained outside. 

Secretary of State Powers was the only 
one of the defendants brought into court 
this morning, .Capt. Davis and Culton re- 
maining in jail. Golden was the first wit- 
ness. He had known Secretary Powers 
for about 18 years and knew Mr, Culton, 
He was also acquainted with Gov. Taylor 
and Capt. John Powers. He said he was 
a friend to all of the defendants. He was 
in Frankfort in January and February and 
saw John Powers nearly every day. He 
was in Frankfort on Jan. 4 and went to 
Harian County on the. 18th, then went to 
Laurel County for two or three days, from 
there returning to Frankfort.

Cotton's last crime, and the one which 
infuriated the mob was the killing of two 
officers of Greenville County, who attempt- 
ed to arrest him for murdering a prominent 
citizen of Portsmouth, a year ago. At that 
time he was sentenced to be hanged. The 
death watch was piaced upon him, but one 
night while his guard slept he escaped and 
no trace was found of hien until his arrest, 
charged with two additional murders. 

The officers did not know that Cotton 
was the man who had escaped from Ports- 
mouth, but went to arrest him, in a little 
hut where he had taken up his abode not 
far from Emporia, on suspicion of having 
been implicated in a burglary in that place 
the previous night. As the officers entered 
the door, Cotton opened fire. One fell with 
a bullet through his brain, and the other 
staggered from the hut, dying soon after- 
wards.

PNEUMONIA, DEVELOPED FROM 
THE GRIP, PROVED FATAL. 


FUNERAL WILL BE DELAYED. 


Piérre Chouteau Maffitt Tele- 
gtaphs His Departure From 
California. 


Mr. 


The death of Mr. Maffitt Friday after- 
noon was a great shock to his hundreds of 
friends. Knowing that he had been at his 
office in the Security Building early in the 
week, and knowing also that he was a man 
of fine physique, they could not at first 
credit the reports of his death. 

Mr. Maffitt’s death had come after an 
iliness of only four days. When he dined 
at the Noonday Club with a party of 
_friends Monday night, he was apparently 
in the best of health, with the exception of 
@ slight cold. Tuesday morning, however, 
he found himself suffering from a cold 


which he thought severe enough to cause 
him to remain at home. Wednesday he 
became worse and physicians were called 
in. His ailment rapidly developed into 
gerip-pneumonia. Friday morning he De- 
came unconscious and heart failure set in. 
During the morning he was conscious for 
brief periods and recognized those about 
him, but_early in the afternoon he again 
lapsed into unconsciousness and passed 
away at 4 o’clock. 

Mr. Maffitt was born in St. Louis Feb. 
17, 182. His father, Dr. William Maffitt, 
was a son of a distinguished Virginia fam- 
liy, who came to St. Louis as a surgeon in 
the army. Mr. Maffitt's mother was Miss 
Julia Chouteau, an heiress and great beauly 

her day and a great-granddaughter of 
Laclede, who founded the village 
Louis in 1744. Mr. Maffitt’s father 

1864 and his mother in 1897. For 
over 25 years past, however, Mr. Maffitt 
has had almost the entire management of 
his mother’s estate, which is estimated to 


be worth %,000,000. 

Mr. Maffitt was educated at Seton Hall 
College, Orange, N. J., and at Washington 
University, this city, and entered upon a 
business career at an early age. He went 
into the Chouteau-Harrison-Valle Iron Co.,, 
of which he afterwards roce to be president, 
Probably no man in St. Louis bad as ex- 
tensive anc diversified business interests, 
Besides being president of the tron com- 
pany, he was president of the Iron Moun- 
tain Mining Co., a director in the State 
Bank and in the Bell Telephone Co. He 
had investments in almost every big enter- 
prise that has been inaugurated in this 
city for the last quarter of a century. He 
Was regarded as a shrewd and capable 
business man and was always associated in 
his enterprises with the richest and most 
influential men in St. Louis. 

(‘haries C,. Maffitt was a bachelor, but 
a man of many attractive personal] traits. 
He was a member of the St. Louis Noonday, 
Commercial and Kinloch Clubs and the Si. 
Louis Jockey Club. For years he was pres'- 
dent of the St. Louis Fair Association. He 
was at one time president of the Un'on 
Stockyards €o. He also owned a private 
racing stable.

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MUSIC MUST CEASE 
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HARRY 3B. HAWES’ ADDRESS TO 
CITY SALOON PROPRIETORS. 


THE CRUSADE TO BE OPPOSED. 


Saloon Men Who Want Music and 
Winerooms Organize to Fight 
the Reform Element. 


At a joint meeting of saloon keepers and 
anti-~wineroom crusaders at the office of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, Friday 
afternoon, President Harry B: Hawes made 
the following address: 

Gentlemen—You have been called together to- 
day to appear before the Police Board and the 
Excise Commissioner. The press of this city, ir- 
respective of politics, is making a crusade against 
what are commonly known as winerooms. And, 
in addition to the crusade of the preas, all of 
the ehurches in the city—the ministers—have 
taken up this matter in conjunction with various 
religious societies; and the big merchants of 
the city—the banks, the bankers and the whole- 
sale men--have raised sums of money with which 
to earry on the work of a society known as the 
Anti-Wineroom Crusade Association. 

The Anti-Wineroom Crusade Association sent 
to this board and to the Excise Commissioner 
a list of names, 91 in all, of saloons which 
they claimed have winerooms operating in con 
junction with their regular establishments. Now, 
a wineroom is not necessarily a place part! 
tioned off into stalls or private apartments, «l- 
though these things are positively prohibited by 
the Excise Commissioner, but the complaint is 
made that these saloons are made the Tresorts 
of immoral women, and that young girls and boss 
frequent your places, and in that way begin a 
life of erime. 

The gentlemen in this morement have assured 
me that it is not a prohibition movement. I know 
a number of them, and I know them to be men 
of broad-gauged minds and liberal spirits. Sceme 
of those engaged in this crusade, so-called, are 
more aggressive and want prohibition, bunt the 
heads of this movement make this demand: That 
immoral women must be kept out of your sa- 
loons; that music played in a saloon is a viola- 
tion of the Newberry law, and you know that 
a@ conviction for a violation of that law deprives 
a man of his license and the right to engage in 
the saloon business for two years after such 
conviction. 

This is not a@ movement to injure the saloon 
men, but it is a movement directed against a 
certain form of vice which has become _re- 
pugnant to our citizens. You gentlemen must 
obey the instructions of the Police Department 
and the Excise Commissioner in two respects; 
and by obeying their instructions in these two 
respects, Whenever your saloons are in odium, 
you will te allowed to conduct your business in 
a peaceful manner and unmolested. 

The demands that the press of this city makes up- 
on you, that this crusade assoclation makes upon 
you, we make upon you, is this: That you 
shall in the future not permit or allow immoral 
women to frequent or visit your saloons, aud that 
thieves and criminal characters sball not be al- 
lowed to resort there. 

It is unnecessary for me to state to men of 
your intelligence that unless “these orders are 
complied with the law will be invoked. Not 
only will the law be tised to revoke your licenses, 
but your .disobedience will start a movement m 
this city which no power can stop, and which 
will be directed against the vital interests of 
the liquor trade. It will not stop at these few 
demands, bot it will go further. 

ask you as good citizens, 
these demands coming from the lawful author- 
ities of this city; and, second, to consider your 
own interests, which should dictate a policy of 
yielding to these requests, so that you may be 
protected finally in the business in which you are 
engaged. 

Geutlemen, this Is all I have to say. I want, 
however, to say in behalf of the element engaged 
in this movement that they are not tendin 
toward a prohibition movement. If they were, 
would not be here today, because I am not 4a 
prohibitionist, and I believe that the retail Iftuor 
dealer who pays his license and contributes to 
the support of the State and city should in return 
for that payment be accomied the full pro 
tection of this department, which always protects 
the saloon keeper in the just exercise of his 
rights. ; 

Immoral women must be kept out of your places; 
well-known criminals must be kept away; liquor 
must not be sold to minors and young girls, and 
music must be stopped. 

These requests are not great. Ther will not 
likely affect your business, end I edvise you ty 
stop these practices complained of and not force 
the Excise Commissioner, the warrant office, the 
Police Oommissioners and the ‘Anti-Wineroom As- 
sociation to find their recourse in the law. 

The 91 saloon keepers ordered to appear 
before the board were all present, as were 
also Rev. J. W. McKittrick, Dean Davis. 
Canon Smith, Dr. C. H. Batton, Rev. J. W 
Cunningham and E. A. P. Haynes, all of 
the Crusaders’ Executive Committee.

VOTED FORPUREWATER 


COUNCIL QUICKLY PASSED THE 
FILTRATION MEASURE. 


CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE PLEASED 


The Bill Carries a $50,000 Appro- 
priation for the Erection of an 
Experimental Plant. 


The Council at its session Friday after- 
noon passed the bill appropriating $50,000 
for experimerting in the filtering of the 
city’s water supply. Carroll, Gast, Gaus, 
Kratz and Thuner voted against the bill, 
and Mr. Hoffmann was absent. 

Messrs. Wm. E. Guy, Robt. Moore and 
Col. E. J. Spencer of the Citizens‘ Com- 
mittee were present when the bill was 
passed. They were highly pleased with 
the action of the majority. 

When the bill was called up for passage 
Mr. Gast moved to lay it over one week. 
Mr. Horton opposed the motion, urging that 
the bill was most important and haste 
was necessary in order to get it passed be- 
fore adjournment, April 17. 

Mr. Hodges supported this contention {mn 
a long and earnest speech, in which he dis- 
cussed the mcrits of the proposition. Messrs. 
Carroll and Kratz argued that an appro- 
priation for an exper!mental plant would 
be money thrown away. Their arguments 
were of no avail, and the bill was passed, 
7 to 5. 

The House of Delegates having failed to 
accept the Council’s amendments to the 
bill allowing the assistant prosecuting at- 
torney a clerk, Mr. Richards moved a con- 


ference. Messrs. Richards, Schnell and 
Thuner were appointed on the Conference 
Committee. 

‘Mr. Horton introduced a bill authorizing 
the American Car and Foundry Co. to erect 
a private scale. The bill allowing the Street 
Commissioner to make contracts for the 
cleaning and scrubbing of the paved streets 
of the city Was passed. 


In the House of Delegates the filtration 
bill was read the first time. 

The lively feature of the session was the 
result of the report of the Committee on 
Pducation and Labor on the resolutions 
favoring the passage by Congress of a bill 
minimizing the competition between convict 
and free labor. The resolutions were by 
Schumacher and Kelly. The Schumacher 
resolution eriticized Gov. Stephens for his 
position favoring convict labor, and the 
Kelly resolution was silent concerning the 
Governor. Both resolutions were reported 
and much oratory resulted. The Kelly reso- 
lution was adopted. Mr. Schumacher at 
once resigned from the Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor.

The Sunday Post-Dispatch published the names of State 
legislators who voted for the street railway monopoly bill 
and are candidates for renomination to the State Legislature 
or other offices.

State Senator Benjamin Anderson of the Ninth Senatorial 
District voted for the street railway monopoly law. He was 
a candidate for the congressional nomination in the Seventh 
District.

Senator Anderson carried only 
two precincts.

He was de- 
feated for the nomination by Thomas L. Rubey of Macon 
County, who carried Macon and Boone Counties.

State Semator Hohenschild was absent from the Senate 
when the vote was taken on the street railway monopoly 
bill. In a contest for the renomination he was defeated in 
his own county.
